Not oaly IB the great grain lieMs 
of tke weat Is this scarcity of labor 

causing Ihe "boss" to work as well 
as the laborer. In McCracken connty 
a dollar and a half a day and boanl 
will not secure latior on some of the 
farms, in the city, day laborers get a 
dollar and a quarter a day aud have 
lo provide board for thmsetves. 

This scarcity of labor vaatly has 
stimulated the aale of labor-aaving 
farm aMcblaory. It la ao la rakiuK 
hay, la barveating com aad wbeat. 

Somehow, tbougb, whoa tke fall 
haa paaU it aaaally kaa been the ease 
that the cropa have been harvested 
In full, and deapKe the unfulfilled 
demand for labor now. lh«' imps of 
this fall doubtless will be hatvestiil
